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Cobb traders slam 'out of touch'council 


'DETRIMENTAL'RESTRICTIONS AT COBB SQUARE SHOT DOWN BY ANGRY BUSINESS OWNERS 
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TRADERS from the Cobb in Lyme Regis last 
week slammed “detrimental” proposals to re¬ 
strict loading and unloading outside their busi¬ 
nesses, claiming the council was “out of touch 
with the town” for putting forward such an idea. 

Lyme Regis Town Council’s Planning & Highways 
Committee were asked to consider proposals from Dorset 
County Council to prevent loading and unloading on 
Cobb Road, at Cobb Square and on some parts of Marine 
Parade, in front of the Royal Standard and Harbour Inn. 
A report given to councillors stated that the proposals 
were the result of meetings between officers and mem¬ 
bers of the town council and county highways officers 
over ways to improve the parking, flow of traffic and gen¬ 
eral congestion in and around Lyme Regis. 

It was revealed at the meeting that concerns over Cobb 
Road were originally raised by the lifeboat crew and har¬ 
bour staff, who were worried that the amount of disabled 
parking at the bottom of the hill would result in an acci¬ 
dent when then were on an emergency call-out. 

However, Councillor Anita Williams, chairman of the 
Planning & Highways Committee, said she thought most 
members were surprised to see that Cobb Square and the 
Marine Parade had also been included on the proposals 
for loading and unloading restrictions, which would pre¬ 
vent disabled parking and deliveries. 

“The original request from this committee, following a 
request from the lifeboat crew via the harbour staff, was 
to deal with the bottom of Cobb Road to stop the issue of 
disabled badge holders parking there, where they are 
legally allowed to park but it affects the traffic,” she said. 

“We had a site meeting and, as a result of that, this is 
the proposal. I don’t think it is what this committee in- 
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tended and I don’t think it’s what we will be approving.” 

However, Cobb traders turned out in force to raise their 
strong objections to proposal, blaming county highways 
officer Denise Thomer, deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin 
and town councillor Chris Clipson for the idea, as they 
had attended the site meeting. 

Ashleigh McClements, owner of Harbour Stores at 
Cobb Square, and whose parents own the Cobb Arms op¬ 
posite, made a vociferous statament in which she de¬ 
scribed the proposal as a “hideous oversight”. 

Speaking about Mrs Thorner, Mr Tredwin and Council¬ 
lor Clipson, she said: “These three individuals are to 


blame for the hideous oversight that Cobb Square does 
not need loading or unloading facilities. How dare these 
three people assume it is OK to prevent deliveries to my 
business, let alone the other 28 at the Cobb.” 

“Mr Tredwin thought the proposal was OK because it 
was just a proposal and now is the time to find an appro¬ 
priate solution. Actually, I think the right time to find an 
appropriate solution should have been on the walk- 
around. The proposal should never have been drawn up 
with the assumption that traders are of a lesser opinion 
than you, Mrs Thorner and Councillor Clipson.” 

Speaking on an amended proposal which was presented 
to traders at the meeting and did not include restrictions 
at Cobb Square, Miss McClements continued: “You may 
have now drawn up a new proposal for tonight’s meeting 
but unfornately the damage has been done. You and your

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They've almost made it! 


INTREPID Lyme Regis rowers Elliott Dale and Chris 
Walters were expected to complete their second cross¬ 
ing of the Atlantic at about 11am this morning 
(Wednesday). 

The pair have been rowing the north Atlantic from 
New York to the Isles of Scilly since early June, at¬ 
tempting to complete the 3,246-mile journey in less 
than 55 days - the previous world record set by Nor¬ 
wegians Frank Samuelson and George Harbo in 1896 
- while also raising thousands for Children’s Hospice 
South West. Due to persistent bad weather conditions, 
Elliott and Chris were unable to reach the finishing 
line by their target date of August 1st but are still set 
to break the world record for crossing the Atlantic in 
a modem open class pairs boat. 

Rowing two hours off, two hours on, they have bat¬ 
tled with 40-feet waves, the tail end of Hurricane 
Arthur, blistering heat, hallucinations, exhaustion and 
near misses with whales and cargo ships, but the two- 
man team were just 40 miles away from St Mary’s in 
the Isles of Scilly when the View went to press on 
Tuesday evening. The wind was said to be against 
them but supporters were hoping it would turn around 
allowing Elliott and Chris to complete the final stretch 
this morning. 

A flotilla of boats, including gigs from Scilly, sailors 
and fellow rowers from Lyme Regis Gig Club, are set 
to follow the pair into the harbour on their arrival. St 
Mary’s harbourmaster Dale Clark has said he plans to 
close the area off to traffic so the harbour can be fill- 
wed with well-wishers keen to see the rowers reach 
their destinations after weeks at sea. 

Jamie McNeil, a friend of Elliott and Chris who has 
been overseeing the challenge from home, said he 
hopes there will be an “overwhelming” welcome re¬ 
ception for his pals, with the hospice also planning 
their own reception. 

“They’ll probably be a bit wobbly when they come 
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ashore,” said Jamie, “but should be fine after a drop 
of cider!” 

Sue Beckers of Lyme Regis Gig Club’s shanty 
singers group has also written a special tune to mark 
the rowers’ achievement, named “Shanty Row 4 Pre¬ 
cious Lives” and inspired by children of the South 
West hospices. 

Sue said: “The story of Chris and Elliott’s Atlantic 
Challenge is so moving and so poignant that I decided 
to take a step back and write it as if it is being sung 
by the children themselves. This way I could write up¬ 
lifting words of excitement and wonder, celebration 
and the joy the children might feel watching this ad¬ 
venture unfold. 

“This is a song for the children to enjoy and join in 
with and I also particularly wanted to cherish the idea 
of the children as stars guiding these rowers on.” 

Elliott’s proud father Brian Dale, who recently com¬ 
pleted a sponsored cycle ride with friend Derek Den¬ 
ning to support Children’s Hopsice South West, is 
nervously awaiting the arrival of his son and can’t 
wait to crack open the champagne. 

He said he has not been able to read the pair’s regu¬ 
lar blog updates, which have opened up about their 
difficult times at sea, because he’s been too anxious. 

Elliott and Chris previously completed a crossing of 
the south Atlantic with two other rowers from Lyme 
Regis in the 2012 Talisker Whiskey Atlantic Chal¬ 
lenge, and afterwards Elliott said he would never do 
it again. But Brian said their latest challenge was a 
dare set one night in the pub which his son was unable 
to back out of, and he thought he was “off his trolley” 
to take on the hazardous Atlantic for a second time. 



On their last blog post, Elliott and Chris wrote: “The 
last 200 miles. You would think that we would be ex¬ 
cited, what we feel is that it may as well be 1,000. The 
exhaustion and the anxiety about hitting the right spot 
in the Scillies means spirits are low. 

“The highlight of the day was finding a piece of cake 
at the bottom of the hold which we shared with a cup 
of tea, I am eternally grateful to whoever from the 
hospice made it for us.” 

Speaking on a satellite phone, Elliott later said they 
were both looking forward to steak and burgers after 
running out of gas and having no hot food, and Chris 
added that he intended to get very drunk when he fi¬ 
nally hits dry land! 

The rowers have currently raised about £100,000 for 
their chosen charity.

council value your opinions before those who live and 
work in this town. 

“Perhaps on your next walk-around you should talk to 
the people you are affecting before the ticking boxes on 
your clipboard. It’s clear this elected council is a disgrace 
from the top down. I sincerely hope the people who be¬ 
lieve they can make detrimental decisions about my busi¬ 
ness without discussing it with me first are thoroughly 
ashamed of themselves. You have proven yourself out of 
touch, out of control and the personification of corrup¬ 
tion.” 

Stephen Lovett of Lyme Regis Business Group said he 
was concerned the organisation had been “completely 
disregarded”, adding: “I don’t see how you can get to this 
point without having spoken to any of the traders.” 

Simon Bennett, owner of the Old Watch House fish¬ 
monger at the Cobb, said the proposals would disrput the 
“harmony” currently experienced between lorry drivers, 
adding that he hoped the council would consider the opin¬ 
ions of those who were at the Cobb everyday and “not 
just someone stuck behind a desk”. 

Colin Willis of the Antiques Centre on Marine Parade 
said that restrictions in Cobb Square would “just move 
the problem” and suggested that they scrap the whole 
idea. 

Local businessman Tim Mayers said he was “shocked” 
by the “ludicrous” suggestion and “disgusted” that the 
counil had not had the courtesy to speak to businesses at 
the Cobb. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said he was also “horrified” 
that Cobb Square and the Marine Parade had been in¬ 
cluded in the proposal, adding: “If it ain’t broke, don’t 
fix it. This is something that dropped out of the blue. We 


should have consulted with the public, this is affecting 
our business community.” 

He suggested that the proposals be taken away by the 
Cobb traders for them to consider and come up with ap¬ 
propriate solutions that would work for everyone and to 
have a meeting with them in six weeks’ time. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady, who has previously mn busi¬ 
nesses in the Cobb area, said he would never support the 
restrictions in Cobb Square, adding that the only problem 
area was Cobb Road. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said she didn’t even under¬ 
stand where the proposals for Cobb Sqaure had come 
from, having only previously discussed Cobb Road. 

“I am most aggreived that a councillor and officer have 
made this deicsion,” she added. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds said: “There’s a really im¬ 
portant issue here which we’re all completely missing. 
The one thing I’ve found since I have been on this council 
is that we do not talk to anyone other than ourselves and 
that really upsets me. I want to talk to local people and 
want them to come and talk to me.” 

Councillor Clipson said he was “reluctant to join the 
fracas that seems to be aimed towards me”. 

“These proposals, which everybody seems to think are 
written in stone, are merely a starting point,” he contin¬ 
ued. 

“They shouldn’t have been proposed in the first place,” 
Miss McClements interrupted. 

Councillor Clipson later continued: “I’m sorry that peo¬ 
ple are upset that we are talking about Cobb Square and 
some people are saying there is no problem there, but the 
deputy harbourmaster is here and I know he has con¬ 
cerns.” 

Deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs replied: “I have no 


gripe with Cobb Square but the bottom of Cobb Road is 
a deathtrap. The traders are no problem, it’s the people 
who park at the bottom of the hill.” 

Councillor Ann Bradbury asked: “Are you saying it’s 
all disabled drivers?” 

Mr Higgs replied: “I’m sorry to say it, but yes. I have 
no problem with disabled people but it’s a accident wait¬ 
ing to happen, we can’t wait six weeks, something is 
going to happen there soon.” 

It was agreed to leave the proposals for the time being 
and to set up a meeting with the Cobb traders to consider 
their own suggestions with regards to the problems on 
Cobb Road. In the meantime, traders were advised to call 
the police if they saw obstructive parking on Cobb Road 
and to request police cones to prevent disabled parking 
in the area. Councillor O’Grady also requested that the 
road lines be repainted in the Cobb Road and Cobb 
Square area, which he said may alleviate the problems. 



Police calling for witnesses 
after cyclist killed in crash 

OFFICERS investigating a fatal road traffic collision on 
the A35 near Charmouth are appealing for witnesses 
and anyone with information to come forward. 

The collision, in which a 43-year-old man riding a 
bike was hit in the rear by a small silver hatchback, oc¬ 
curred on Saturday, August 2nd at about 3.30pm on 
the hill west of Charmouth roundabout. 

The cyclist, a visitor to the area, sustained fatal in¬ 
juries as a result of the incident. The driver, an 83-year- 
old local man, was uninjured and is helping police 
with their enquiries. 

Dorset Police are appealing for witnesses to the in¬ 
cident or anyone who saw the cyclist or driver prior 
to the collision to call 101 quoting incident number 
2:300. Alternatively, call the free and anonymous 
Crimestoppers line on 0800 555 111 where mobile 
phone tariffs may apply. 

Man injured in one-car crash 

A MAN was taken to hospital after crashing his vehicle 
into a tree on Sidmouth Road, just outside Lyme Regis 
last week. 

Ambulance crews received a call at around 9.45pm 
on Tuesday, July 29th and arrived at the scene, near 
the park and ride pick-up point, shortly afterwards. 

A spokesperson confirmed one of the two passen¬ 
gers involved in the crash had complained of neck in¬ 
juries and was later taken to hospital. 

Search executed at St George's Hill 

POLICE and trading standards officers executed a 
search warrant at a property in St George's Hill, Lyme 
Regis, this week after receiving reports of counterfit 
e-Bay goods being sold. 

The scene unfolded on Monday morning with a re¬ 
ported heavy police presence. Police and Dorset 
County Council were unable to release any further de¬ 
tails on the incident.

Lyme and Charmouth to lose 
district seat for 2015 election 


THE number of councillors representing Lyme Regis 
and Charmouth at district level is set to be cut by one 
in 2015. 

The independent Local Government Boundary Com¬ 
mission for England has published its final recommen¬ 
dations for new electoral arrangements for West Dorset 
District Council, which will see Lyme Regis and Char¬ 
mouth represented by two district councillors, rather 
than the current three, in the future. 

The publication follows a ten-week public consulta¬ 
tion on draft proposals and draws new boundaries for 
each council ward across the district. 

The commission’s final recommendations propose 
that West Dorset should be represented by 42 council¬ 
lors in the future, six fewer than the current arrange¬ 
ments. The recommendations also propose that those 
councillors should represent 10 single-member wards, 
10 two-member wards and four three-member ward 
across the district. 

Lyme Regis and Charmouth has been recommended 
as a two-member ward, rather than three-member ward 
as it currently stands. Lyme Regis is currently repre¬ 
sented at West Dorset by Daryl Turner and George 
Symonds, and Charmouth by Jane Bremner. 

The commission’s report stated that several residents 
opposed to the two-member recommendation for the 
area, stating that “Charmouth shared greater commu¬ 
nity identities and interests with the villages to the 
north”. 

However, the report stated that there was not “suffi¬ 


cient evidence” to justify altering the recommendation. 

Max Caller, chairman of the commission, said: “We 
are extremely grateful to the people of West Dorset who 
took the time and effort to send us their views. The 
commission considered every piece of evidence it re¬ 
ceived before finalising these recommendations. 

“Across the district, we have sought to balance the 
views expressed to us by local people with the criteria 
we must apply when we are deciding on new electoral 
arrangements. As such, we believe these recommenda¬ 
tions deliver electoral equality for voters as well as re¬ 
flecting the identities of communities across the 
district.” 

In light of feedback received during the public con¬ 
sultation, the commission proposes to alter the draft 
recommendations it put forward earlier in the year. In 
particular, the commission now proposes that the 
parishes of Chetnole and Stockwood should be part of 
the Yetminster & Cam Vale ward and not the Frome 
Valley ward as previously proposed. 

Elsewhere in the district, the commission proposes to 
make minor alterations to its draft recommendations in 
Dorchester to provide stronger and more identifiable 
ward boundaries. 

The proposed new arrangements must now be imple¬ 
mented by parliament. A draft order - the legal docu¬ 
ment which brings into force the recommendations - 
will be laid in parliament in the coming months. This 
provides for the new electoral arrangements to come 
into force at the council elections in 2015. 


Comments welcome on latest Local Plan 


RESIDENTS across West Dorset, Weymouth and Port¬ 
land are being asked for their views on the latest mod¬ 
ifications to the draft joint Local Plan. 

A public consultation opened on July 31st and will 
run until September 11th so residents can make com¬ 
ments about the changes. 

The two councils submitted the plan to the govern¬ 
ment's planning inspector in June 2013 and a meeting 
was held in January 2014 to discuss some of the inspec¬ 
tor's comments and concerns. Both councils agreed to 
suspend the examination in March 2014 for up to six 
months to address the issues raised by the planning in¬ 
spector. 

One of the main changes is to increase the housing 
requirement to 775 homes per year across the plan area 
of West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland. No new sites 
are proposed at this time, but instead the plan period 
is being reduced to 2028. 

For a full list of changes and to comment on the plan

The inspector will then re-open the public exami¬ 
nation into the soundness of the plan before it can be 
adopted.

New committee at DCC 

Three county council committees were merged last week 
following a resolution by full council. The Licensing & Reg¬ 
istration Committee, the Planning Committee and the Roads 
& Rights of Way Committee have now been joined to form 
the Regulatory Committee. This will reduce the number of 
meetings and save officer time surrounding their adminis¬ 
tration. 

The new chairman of this “super” committee will be 
Councillor David Jones of the Burton Grange Division and 
I will be the new vice-chairman. I’m looking forward to the 
opportunity this provides, along with a lot of hard work. 

The Lim river clean 

Following lots of issues highlighted on Facebook I have in¬ 
vestigated the possibility of a river clean in the Lim on a 
similar basis to our regular beach cleans. However, a num¬ 
ber of issues have raised their heads which make this diffi¬ 
cult. 

DCC will not currently provide liability insurance, the 
Dorset Waste Partnership will not take away plant material 
because of the invasive species and the risk of spread, and 
the Environment Agency (EA) is reluctant to do anything at 
this time of year because of nesting birds, etc. In the mean¬ 
time I have contacted the EA about the poor state of our 
river. 

Dr Nic Malone from the EA said: “If you are planning to 
do the clean-up during the bathing season (before September 
30th), you should stick to bank-side activities to avoid stir¬ 
ring up any silt, e.g. no wading in the river or pulling out in¬ 
vasive plants or large items of rubbish out of the water. You 
should try to avoid clouding up the river with any sediment 
as it could affect bathing water compliance, either by releas¬ 
ing any bacteria lurking within the sediment or by reducing 
the killing power of the sunlight on bacteria in the water. 

“You should also be aware of potential dangers, not just 
within the water (loose stones, deep holes, etc.) but also on 


the bank (toxins from giant hogweed and hemlock water 
dropwort, broken glass bottles, discarded hypodermic nee¬ 
dles hidden in undergrowth, etc.)” 

Having spoken to DCC about liability insurance and the 
fact they will not provide cover, they have referenced me to 
local councils which provide groups with cover -1 need to 
investigate this further. There is currently a review about 
Community Volunteer Schemes at county level. I believe as 
we move forward with greater reliance on volunteer groups 
to help the county council’s review of services, problems 
such as insurance should be addressed as part of that review.

X71 update 

I have just heard back from Damory concerning the Satur¬ 
day service issue in Lyme Regis. DCC has been working to 
get some figures together and service options. The com¬ 


pany’s initial costing is suggesting that the full Saturday 
service could be restored for £12,000 per annum and that a 
reduced Saturday service could be funded by a reduction in 
the Monday to Friday service, which would be curtailed at 
2.15pm. 

I must stress that these figures are provisional while the 
company work on more detailed costings, and that county 
does not have additional funding if that is required. The pub¬ 
lic services team leader at county is continuing to liaise with 
Damory. Once finalised, we may have something we can 
talk to users and town council about ways forward. 
Weather extremes 

Having looked at Met Office predictions and the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) data I 
believe Lyme should be looking at a long-term strategy 
where some areas are left to nature and money should not 
be wasted stopping the inevitable. 

Colleague’s at DCC have also been looking closely at 
these problems and Rupert Lloyd, climate change adaptation 
officer for the county, said: “Being prepared for the worst 
might sound like a pessimistic outlook but if communities 
are going to weather the extremes of climate change it is es¬ 
sential. 

“Our weather changes day-to-day and from year-to-year, 
but the future could hold a greater risk of more severe 
weather. Types of severe weather that we have experienced 
over the last three or four years might happen more fre¬ 
quently and perhaps be more intense. It isn’t necessarily 
about everyone needing to be an expert and we hope to tap 
into local knowledge.” 

Filming meetings 

On a lighter note this week, Eric Pickles says new rules al¬ 
lowing the filming of council meetings will stop local gov¬ 
ernment echoing “Putin’s Russia”. The communities 
secretary said the changes - to be made next month under 
the Local Audit and Accountability Act - would “unlock the 
mysteries of local government, providing more transparency 
over how councils use taxpayers’ money”. 

The move follows incidents in which journalists and local 
people were apparently ejected from council meetings for 
attempting to tweet and record proceedings. The new rules 
give the public greater rights to report from council meetings 
using filming, social media, photography and any other 
means. My personal view, without any knowledge of where 
Mr Pickles based his opinion on, is simply yes please!

Fishing boat crew make 
midnight call for lifeboat 

TWO men in a broken down fishing boat were res¬ 
cued off Seaton by Lyme Regis lifeboat crew in the 
early hours of Tuesday morning. 

The 17-foot vessel developed engine trouble out¬ 
side Seaton harbour and coastguards requested the 
lifeboat to launch at 12.42am. 

The two men had rowed from Seaton harbour in 
an attempt to recover their boat with an auxiliary en¬ 
gine, but that also failed and they called the coast¬ 
guards for assistance. 

The lifeboat arrived on scene at 1.20am and towed 
the fishing vessel to the safety of Seaton harbour. 

The lifeboat crew returned to Lyme Regis harbour 
at 2.46am.

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ORGANISERS of First World War centenary commem¬ 
orations in Lyme Regis were overwhelmed with the num¬ 
ber of people who attended the candlelit events on 
Monday night. 

Lyme Regis Regatta and Carnival Committee took a 
break from their week of fun and games on the seafront 
to organise a much more reflective event, marking 100 
years since the outbreak of WWI. 

Residents and visitors to the town were invited to buy 
candles and write messages to family members who 
fought in the conflict, which were then floated down the 
River Lim at Jericho, watched by hundreds. 

The crowds then moved on to Marine Parade, where 
town crier Alan Vian made a commemorative cry at ex¬ 
actly 11pm, the time war was declared on Germany in 
1914. Chairman of the Royal British Legion Lyme Regis 
branch, David Manners, then gave the Exhortation, and a 
prayer was said by the Reverend Jane Skinner following 
a moment’s silence. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, 
and Mayoress Jane Whittington were then asked to light 
candles in the Marine Parade shelters, followed by Mr 
Manners, the Reverend Skinner, chairman of the Regatta 
and Carnival Committee, Teresa Evemy, other members 
of the Legion and, finally, members of the audience, in¬ 
cluding many young people. 

Many in the town also took part in the national lights- 
out campaign between 10pm and 11pm, based on the 
quote by Sir Edward Grey, 

British Foreign Secretary 
at the time the war broke 
out: “The lamps are going 
out all over Europe; we 
shall not see them lit again 
in our lifetime.” 

The special anniversary 
was also marked with a 
day of events in Rousdon, 
near Lyme Regis. The af¬ 
ternoon started with a 
rededication service for the 
village’s war memorial, 
which was originally used 
as a signpost. Sir Wilfrid 
Peek, whose family owned 
Rousdon Estate, first 
turned it into a memorial 
but residents were unsure 
whether it had ever been 
officially dedicated before. 

The service, led by the 
Reverend John Sweeting 
with assistance from re¬ 
tired Chaplain-General to 
the Armed Forces, the Ven¬ 
erable Frank Johnstone, 
was attended by family 
members of the the 13 men 
from Rousdon and 
Combpyne who died in 
WWI, who read a 
“Homage to the Fallen”. 

Also attending was Neil 
Parish MP, county and dis-

trict councillors, serving and retired military including 
Trooper Nathan Pirt 675 (Rifles) Squadron AAC who 
played the Last Post, and members of local Royal British 
Legion branches.

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Making safety part of the fun 


How the RNU are using activities and games to help families stay safer on the beach. 


THIS summer, two thirds of us will head to UK beaches 
for sun, sandcastles and a splash in the brisk, British 
waters. But the sea can be unpredictable. Something 
young people especially need be aware of. In fact, RNU

This year, 
the RNU are helping children get beach smart, with free 
activity packs, including an identity snapband and 
waterproof pen (see the page opposite for details on how 
to get yours). 

While children will love the snapband's bright colour 
and cartoon puffin motif, parents can use the indelible 
pen to write their name and mobile number on the 
inside, for peace of mind on crowded beaches. It's an 
approach they're committed to, through programmes 
like Swim Safe - a course run in partnership with the 
Amateur Swimming Association (England's national 
governing body for swimming) to help 7-14 year-olds 
become safe in and around open water.

"It was a close call." 

RNU lifeguard Karen was on a routine patrol when 
noticed something odd: a boy paddling on a sandbar, 
beyond the safety flag.

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Demand for traffic lights at 
dangerous Hunters Lodge 


A VOCIFEROUS public meeting on pro¬ 
posed safety improvements at the dangerous 
Hunters Lodge junction on the A35, near 
Uplyme, forced the Highways Agency back 
to the drawing board by rejecting a traffic 
sign-based suggestion. 

The Highways Agency presented the pro¬ 
posal, the main feature involving vehicle-ac¬ 
tivated signs that would warn motorists on 
the A35 about vehicles queueing at the junc¬ 
tion, at a meeting in Axminster Guildhall on 
Thursday, July 31st. 

Mayor of Axminster, Councillor Jeremy 
Walden, had already predicted the proposal 
would be opposed, with local residents from 
Axminster, Raymonds Hill and the sur¬ 
rounding areas wishing to see traffic lights 
installed instead. 

Highways Agency asset manager Nigel 
Dyson started by giving a lengthy talk on the 
reason for the proposal and the history of the 
junction. 

He was eventually interrupted by a mem¬ 
ber of the public, who shouted: “We would 
really like to know about the scheme, not 
civil service talk.” 

That set the tone for the rest of the evening 
and there was constant interruption from the 
the audience. 

Mr Dyson said that traffic lights had been 
ruled out because they would cause tailbacks 
of varying lengths in all directions. 

A member of the public pointed out that, 
tailbacks or not, traffic lights would improve 
safety, which was the whole point of the im¬ 
provement programme. 

He said: “If there are traffic lights, people

will know when it is safe to go.” 

The opposition to the traffic sign-based 
proposal was enormous. Councillor Walden 
referred to a fatal accident at the junction last 
year, saying: “Could any of this have pre¬ 
vented the accident with two fatalities?” 

He answered his own question by adding: 
“Unlikely.” 

MP Neil Parish, who was appointed Par¬ 
liamentary Private Secretary to the Minister 
of State for Transport, John Hayes MP, last 
month, attended the meeting. 

He said: “In fairness to the Highways 
Agency, they have put a lot of work in and 
tried very hard - and whether we think we 
are professionals or not, we not always are.” 

About his new appointment, he said: “I 
don’t carry the cheque book, so don’t get to 
excited.” 

The proposal on the table had not been 
costed, but the cost of installing traffic lights 
was estimated at £600,000-plus two years 
ago. 

There was confusion among the audience 
as to what would happen next. Mr Dyson 
was asked twice if the proposal on the table 
was a done deal or not but failed to give a 
stright yes or no answer. 

When asked for a third time in no uncertain 
terms by road safety campaigner Joy Ray¬ 
mond, it was Councillor Walden who 
replied: “The proposal is not right, but traffic 
lights are.” 


Mr Parish folio wed-up by saying: “I want 
to endorse that, let’s come back in four or 
five months and have costed a traffic lights 
system. We will work together on this.” 

Mr Dyson said this was a “reaosnable” 
suggestions. The possibility of extending a 
40mph speed limit along a stretch of the 
dangerous road and the installation of speed 
cameras will also be explored. 

After the meeting Ms Raymond summed 
up by saying: “It was a very long and, at 
times, heated two-hour meeting. We de¬ 
manded traffic lights and speed restrictions 
in the general area. 

“After a lot of wrangling, with some excel¬ 
lent speakers in the audience including Je¬ 
remy Walden, who made a clear and 
coherent case for lights, I am pleased that we 
finally we got the message across loud and 
clear that we will not settle for anything less 
than traffic lights at Hunters Lodge. 

“Mr Dyson and Neil Parish, at the very end 
of the meeting, assured us that the Highways 
Agency will go back to the drawing board 
and return in the autumn with a design and 
costings for traffic lights at Hunters Lodge. 

“I feel that without our strong vociferous 
stand we would have been palmed off with 
more road paint and more signs. 

“Thank you to everyone who came along, 
including local councillors and the press. 
Please rest assured I will keep a very close 
eye on developments and we very much 
look forward to the next set of proposals 
which will be for traffic lights and safer road 
management at Hunters Lodge.”

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Coney Island treatment for the Cobb 


I T’S not often that disabled visitors are the 
subject of finger-pointing at any meeting 
of Lyme Regis’ town councillors, so it was 
unusual to see it at the Planning & Highways 
Committee last week. 

Lyme is a welcoming, understanding town. Quite 
rightly, we provide special parking rights all along the 
Cart Road so that the disabled can stop on double yel¬ 
low lines and enjoy the view and facilities, and we 
turn a blind eye when some of those armed with the 
precious blue badge then get out of their cars and be¬ 
have about as disabled as my Aunt Fanny’s electric 
cat. 

Tuesday’s highways committee had effectively con¬ 
vened in the atmosphere of bad atmosphere because 
disabled visitors are now parking at the bottom of 
Cobb Road in such clusters that it could cause an ac¬ 
cident when an RNLI crew on a shout comes belting 
down it. 

Because there is no specific “no disabled parking” 
mle in traffic law, the only way to prevent this swarm¬ 
ing of blue badgers is to invoke super parking lines, 
“no loading or unloading at any time whatsoever 
whomever with knobs on” lines on Cobb Road. 

Councillor Chris Clipson and deputy town clerk 
Mark Tredwin had thought this uber-Achtung preven¬ 
tion would be a good cure for the badger problem 
when they signed off a map of this proposal from 
Dorset County Council’s traffic officer. 

The trouble was that in colouring-in the area for this 
new no-man’s land, those in the Crayons Department 
at County Hall had illustrated that Cobb Road and 
Cobb Square should be painted with more yellow than 
The Beatles’ submarine. 

Clearly, the public servants had not thought through 
that a wheeze to disable the disabled with “no loading 
or unloading” would have the repercussion of also dis¬ 
abling - to the point of closure - every single business 
at Cobb Square which depends upon deliveries. 
Worse, they had not consulted with The Cobbites on

whether any of them minded this wizard plan to force 
them into bankruptcy. 

Which was why Councillor Clipson and Mr Tredwin 
were looking especially gloomy as Cobb businesswoman 
Ashleigh McClements witheringly berated them from the 
public gallery, as what appeared to be the entire Cobb 
community seethed behind her. 

“How dare you!” castigated Ashleigh as the heads of the 
hapless councillor and officer shrank into their collars like 
tortoises. 

“How dare you presume that it is OK to prevent deliv¬ 
eries to my business!” she scolded, “you should be 
ashamed of yourselves!” 

A barrage of further battering followed as Cobbites rose 
to angrily protest that they had not been consulted about 
the small matter of their impending ruin and in vocifer¬ 
ously doing so rammed home the point that you wouldn’t 
want to mess with this lot on a dark night outside The 
Standard. 

I felt sorry for Councillor Clipson, whose usual well- 
meaning jolliness at council meetings always reminds me 
of the affable Mr Pastry of my youth. But despite his 
protests that it was only a county council idea, nothing 
had been agreed, Mr Pastry was getting baked at Gas 
Mark 700 as few in the chamber were falling over to back 
him up and instead councillors chipped in to say it was a 
rubbish idea. 

“I am most aggrieved that a councillor and officer made 
this decision,” said Councillor Michaela Ellis, as the poor 
chaps continued to shrink like Alice in the knowledge that 


Michaela, even at her moderately aggrieved, is scary. 

“There’s no way that I would agree to no loading or 
unloading - what about the park and ride bus?” 

Ah yes, quite, but nobody from the MENS A Club at 
the county’s traffic department was present to try return 
that ace. 

“I was horrified [by this proposal],” said Councillor 
Owen Lovell, “this affects our business community and 
we should have talked to them.” 

“One thing that we don’t do as a council is that we 
don’t talk to people,” added newest council member 
Cheryl Reynolds, making it game, set and match to 
town common sense over county lack of it, “we need to 
talk to the town”. 

Banned by standing orders 

As it happens, councillor, mayor and a Cobbite her¬ 
self, Sally Holman, had spent most of the previous 
weekend talking frantically to the Cobb businesses, as¬ 
suring them that this proposal was a complete cock-up 
and she would not let it happen. Sally could have help¬ 
fully told the meeting all of this, but she was banned by 
standing orders as she had “a pecuniary interest”, being 
a Cobb resident. Or, as every other sphere of business 
would call it, “an expert”. But you know what the coun¬ 
cils are like about preferring to be arcane about rules. 

But, and possibly encouraged by a ceaseless barrage 
of heckling by Cobbites who didn’t do rules, committee 
chairman Anita Williams suddenly chucked standing or¬ 
ders out of the window. 

Having made it plain that she personally considered 
this “Mothball The Cobb” proposal to be as smart as Air 
Icarus, Anita re-opened the floor to the Cobbites to ask 
for their steer, irrespective of any “interest”. What did 
they think was the nub of the problem here? 

It was then that Mike Higgs, deputy harbourmaster, 
outed the elephant in the room. The problem was not 
whether the tortoise twins agreed to whatever, nor 
whether the county’s traffic officer had the faintest clue 
about how to either run a business or do a nice drawing, 
nor whether Cobb Road should be double yellow- 


striped, quadruple yellow-striped or whether a traffic 
warden of Usain Bolt-like fitness should be employed 
to enforce parking restrictions on the planet’s steepest 
hill. 

No, the problem was, said Mike, the disabled drivers. 

“They come down the road and see a car parked at the 
bottom with a blue sticker and they think ‘I’m going to 
do the same’,” said Mike, with blunt honesty. 

Now, Mike and I have a very, very dear disabled friend 
and both of us would let him park on our heads if it 
meant that he could without great difficulty join us in 
The Cobb Arms for a pint, and I’m sure that everyone 
at The Cobb and in the council and indeed the town feels 
the same. 

But my friend is a local and locals know that, disabled 
or not, you don’t park on Cobb Road, especially in the 
summer. 

But as Mike pointed out, visiting disabled people don’t 
know that... there’s no signs to say please don’t park 
here, it’s an emergency access, there’s a call-out almost 
every day and by parking here it makes it “a death trap”. 

“So what do you need?”, asked vice-chairman and for¬ 
mer Cobb businessmam Terry O’Grady, looking as 
hacked-off as anyone that Lyme’s principal tourist at¬ 
traction should be facing closure. 

“Can we have traffic cones at the bottom of Cobb 
Road?” said Mike. 

“Yes, just do it. Get the police on it”, said Terry, as the 
committee encouraged Cobb businesses to, in the mean¬ 
time, phone the police every time they see a disabled 
car parked obstructively as the council arranged to make 
a coney island of The Cobb . 

There may be a lot of calls. I hear that there are not 
enough police cones in Lyme and the town will have to 
buy new ones at a tenner a time from police HQ, if they 
have any spare. 

We could do something as outrageous as put up a sign, 
but we don’t know if county hall has the crayons for 
that.

Gwen 
Howes recalled every child in the class receiving the 
cane because no one would own up to being naughty. 

Derek Stevens told of Americans in barracks in the 
Lyme Regis hotels in the 1940s, of evacuees coming 
into the school and then going to a temporary school 
at Woodmead Halls. He recalled Americans dropping 
sweets into the playground for the children and Mr 
Freeman, the headmaster, refusing to give up the 
school iron fencing to the government because he 
needed to keep the children in the playground. 

With tea, squash and cake forming part of the event, 
the whole occasion proved to be popular with adults 
and children alike. It will become a regular feature of 
future Bridges Project events, linking the community 
and the church together.

T HE fifteenth annual staging of the successful 
and popular event is now just a few weeks away. 
It is hard to believe that it came about simply be¬ 
cause a May morning in 2000 was foggy. The then 
newly established team of Vintage Flying were about 
to present their first "Great Vintage Flying Weekend" 
atThruxton Airfield. With around 600 aircraft request¬ 
ing passes and a beautiful blue sky and bright sun¬ 
shine, things were looking good. But not for long 

.by 10am not one single aircraft but lots 

and lots of despairing phone calls. 
Thruxton was the only place to see the 
sun, the rest of Southern UK was completely 
fogged-in! 

Things did of course brighten up eventually but a 
large number of pilots missed their slots and couldn't 
come. Frustrated pilots being what they are, were 
quick to suggest that the team staged another fly-in 
later in the year. After some hurried consultations an 
approach was made to Henstridge Airfield, (formerly 
RNAS HMS Dipper) and thanks to a positive response 
from manger, Joe Williams, the Saturday of the August 
Bank Holiday saw the first "Late Summer Fly-In". 

This time the weather was much better and the day 
was such a success that, even before the last aircraft 
had departed, the decision was made to make it an 
annual event. Before long it had attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the classic and vintage car owners, as well as 
the pilot community, and was officially renamed as 
"Wings & Wheels". Not the most original title but with 
around a hundred aeroplanes and a hundred vehicles 
what else could one call it? 

The original volunteer team of "Vintage Flying" re¬ 
mained together for well over a decade. They devel¬ 


oped The Great Vintage Flying Weekend into a three 
day spectacular and the largest show of its kind in Eu¬ 
rope. In addition to that and Henstridge they staged 
two full air shows in Scotland and Devon, took se¬ 
lected groups of Aircraft to Cherbourg and to stately 
homes in the UK, and supported all three services 
with scores of pilots visiting the Royal Navy Air Day at 
Yeovilton, RAF Families Day at Lyneham and Benson 
and helped the Army Air Corps stage the commemo¬ 
rative events at Middle Wallop. 

This year's "Wings & Wheels" will see again many of 
the original team in action along side the regular staff 
at Henstridge. Over the years they reckon to have in¬ 
stigated around 25,000 aircraft movements with an 
excellent safety record. It's a great record and they are 
delighted to support the Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance, which is also based at Henstridge.

The Battle of Britain Memorial Flight 


For the first couple of years the event was simply the "Late Summer Vintage 
and Classic Fly In" However the word soon got around among the vintage and 
classic car fraternity that it was something worth seeing, and a drive through 
the amazing Dorset and Somerset countryside, was worth doing. So the num¬ 
bers of interesting vehicles began to grow. 

Cars were joined by gleaming motorcycles and not so gleaming Jeeps and the 
occasional GMC "Deuce and a half". It wasn't long before these visitors occu¬ 
pied most of the grass area next to the club house and the words"Classic Cars" 
appeared on our posters. In the end we bowed to the inevitable and officially 

renamed the show as"Wings and Wheels".not a very original title perhaps, 

but it was hard to find a shorter way of saying it! 

The show now features a regular gathering of around a hundred or so "Wheels" 
exhibitors. Together they represent a great cross section of our automotive 
history. Just as in the air park, the organisers follow the simple rule that"next 
in is next in line!" So on one side of the fence is a 1930s Tiger Moth parked 
next to a more modern Cessna, and on the other side of the fence an elderly 
Morris Minor is flanked by the Dorset Car Club and a Modern Jaguar. 

A select few trade stands surround the car display area, offering a wide variety 
of gifts and historical memorabilia. 

It is this informality that is part of the charm of Wings and Wheels at Henstridge 
for exhibitors and visitors alike. It's like a garden party, perhaps you would like 
to bring along your picnic? 

"Officialdom" except for essential Health and Safety and Risk Avoidance, is 
most definitely left at the gates. 



THE "Vintage Flying Team" have long enjoyed good relations 
with the RAF Events Team, formerly the Participation Com¬ 
mittee, and the staff at BBMF Conningsby. Despite the ever 
increasing demand for RAF assets at a time when their actual 
number of display aircraft has dwindled to barely a handful - 
they still manage to squeeze Henstridge into their schedule. 

Over the years they have had fly-past salutes from the fight¬ 
ers both individually and together,The Dakota, the Lancaster 
and of course that most popular sight of all, when the "Lane" 
is accompanied by the Spitfire and Hurricane. This years event 
will be a once in a life time spectacle as the famous trio will 
be joined by the only other airworthy Lancaster in the world, 
C-GVRA from Canada. 

VERA as she is known is operated by the Canadian Warplane 
Heritage Museum and will spend most of August and Sep¬ 
tember flying with the BBMF. Her presence will be in a living 
commemoration to the thousands of Commonwealth Air¬ 
crew who flew with Bomber Command in the Second World 
War. 

Visitors to Wings and Wheels can expect to see and hear this 
unique "Ten Merlin Flight" in a way not possible at the usual 
airshows. Wings and Wheels has no full flying display and is 
therefore exempt from the usual stringent civil and military 
safety rules and guidelines. The organisers are naturally 
somewhat reticent about what one might expect. They sim¬ 
ply state that it is advisable to look up as well as out!

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WHEN the Vintage FlyingTeam tookover GVFWE (Great Vintage Flying Weekend) 
they already had considerable experience of the necessary safety rules and regu¬ 
lations involved with air shows. It came as a bit of a shock to the team to find that 
there was nothing similar regarding "Fly-Ins" no matter how large or small. 

It seems that everyone, pilots and public alike, simply looked out for themselves. 

Undeterred the team set down and produced their own documentation, from 
simple A4 guideline for stewards up to full Aerodrome and Crowd side Manuals, 
Risk Assessments and Emergency Operations Orders. All of which were duly ap¬ 
proved by the CAA, local emergency services and local authorities. 

None the less, it can all be summed up in the simple phrase, "People and Pro¬ 
pellers don't mix". 

Wings and Wheels at Henstridge follows exactly the same guidelines, but with 
much less paperwork. Visiting public on crowd side are fenced off from the arriv¬ 
ing, taxiing and departing aircraft, which operate on Airside or Live Side. However 
the views are as good as they can be while all the airside activity is going on. 

The unique attraction comes at lunchtime, when the barriers are quickly re¬ 
aligned by the team, and the public are encouraged to walk among the assembled 
aeroplanes. Many of the pilots stay with their aircraft and are happy to chat with 
dedicated enthusiasts or with Mums and Dads and kids. 

On more than one occasion some lucky youngster has been helped into the 
cockpit of a fragile biplane "Even older than Granddad!" 

There are few rules, except no smoking, no litter and no touching, take only 
memories and photographs and leave only foot prints. 

Clear announcements and gentle shepherding by the stewards ensures that 
everyone returns safely back to crowd side before the props start turning for the 
flights home.

THEY are a registered charity, established to provide re¬ 
lief from sickness and injury for the people of Dorset 
and Somerset, by the provision of an air ambulance. 
They receive no direct funding from the Government 
or the National Lottery and rely entirely on the generos¬ 
ity of the public for support. 

Since their launch in March 2000 they have attended 
thousands of incidents. They are tasked by the Ambu¬ 
lance Service through the normal '999' emergency 
process and can attend up to eight or nine incidents in 
a single day during the summer months. 

They operate a Eurocopter EC135 helicopter from 
their airbase at Henstridge on the Dorset / Somerset 
border. From there, they can be at any point in the two 
counties within 19 minutes. More importantly, the hel¬ 
icopter can then take a patient to any one of the Major 
Trauma Centres in the south west within a further 20 
minutes. 

Thousands of people's lives have been changed 
thanks to the provision of the service and it is with 
thanks to YOU, that they continue to fly. 

Providing a rapid transfer to the'right'facility is a key 
factor in a patient's survival and recovery rate. Al¬ 
though we fly regularly to many local hospitals, there is 
often a case to transfer a patient to a specialist unit or 
one of the Major Trauma Centres in the South West.

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A British Woman on the Eastern Front 

A talk by Dr Angela K Smith at Dorset County Museum 


DORSET Woman at War, the current 
exhibition at Dorset County Museum, 
features the exploits of a remarkable 
Dorset woman, Mabel Stobart. On 
Thursday, August 7th at 7.30pm, Dr 
Angela K Smith will give an illustrated 
talk about Stobart and other British 
women who served on the Eastern 
Front during the First World War. 

In October 1915, Mabel St Clair Sto¬ 
bart led her First Serbian-English Field 
Hospital along the Serbian front line. 
But the line was retreating; the com¬ 
bined forces of the Austrian, German 
and now the Bulgarian armies was 
more than the Serb soldiers could 
deal with, exhausted as they were 
from four years of war. As the retreat 
escalated into a mass exodus of sol¬ 
diers and civilians, headed for the 
mountains of Montenegro and Alba¬ 
nia, Stobart's unit went with them. 

But Stobart's journey into war 
began several years earlier, on the 
cliffs above Studland Bay in Dorset, 
where she set up her first medical 
training camp. Recently returned from 
South Africa, and widowed, Stobart 


had been attracted to the movement 
for Women's Suffrage, but had her 
own ideas about how the vote might 
best be won. And what better way 
than demonstrating that women 
could perform as well as men on the 
field of battle? Stobart determined to 
bring everyone in her unit through 
the retreat from Serbia alive: against 
all the odds, she did. This lecture ex¬ 
amines how she achieved this, and 
the wider implications for the Dorset 
woman. 

Angela Smith is an Associate Profes¬ 
sor at Plymouth University. She spe¬ 
cialises in war writing, with a 
particular interest in the First World 
War and gender issues. Her latest 
monograph, Women of the Eastern 
Front: British Women in Serbia and 
Russia 1914-19 will be published in 
2015. 

Entry to the talk is free but dona¬ 
tions are encouraged.

Make it yourself... 

Gazpacho 

TASTES have changed enormously over the last 
ten years or so ( probably together with the cli¬ 
mate ), making Gazpacho ever more popular in 
the UK. This recipe has a slight twist as it includes 
roasted red peppers and raspberry vinegar, the 
result is a more piquant, slightly fruitier and less 
garlicky soup. Red chilli croutons give it a nice 
added texture. 



Serves six 

Ingredients 

300gm red peppers seeded, pithed and cut 
into quarters 

20gm olive oil, sea salt and half a lemon, 
sliced for roasting the peppers 

500gm ripe vine/quality tomatoes, washed 
and cut into eighths 

1 large red onion, diced 

4 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

2 medium red chillies, seeded and fine 
chopped 

25gm fresh basil leaves, roughly chopped 
25gm mint leaves, roughly chopped 

1 level teaspoon good sea salt 

2 level teaspoon's caster sugar 
1 lemon,juiced 

25ml raspberry vinegar 

200gm fresh peas in pods (80gm shelled), 
to garnish 

1 small cucumber chopped into 1cm square 
chunks, to garnish 

Equipment needed 

• A blender 


Method 

Pre heat oven to 150 degrees C. 

Baste the peppers with the olive 
oil, a little sea salt and the 
chopped lemon, roast without 
colour for 20 to 30 minutes so 
just cooked through and ten¬ 
der. Allow to cool for 20 min¬ 
utes, then roughly chop. 

In a large bowl mix together all 


the ingredients with the 
cooked, chopped peppers, 
cover and marinate in the fridge 
for at least 2 hours ( we like to 
marinate ours overnight at the 
restaurant, when time allows). 

Blend all the ingredients to¬ 
gether. Degree of blending de¬ 
pends on taste, we tend to 
blend until smooth and add the 
peas and cucumber raw to add 
texture. In Spain Gazpacho is a 


little more chunky and rustic. 
Serve now, while very fresh. 

To prepare the croutons; De- 
seed and chop 4 medium red 
chillies, then blend with lOOgm 
rapeseed oil. Baste some small 
chunks of bread in the oil and 
cook at a low temperature in 
the oven, IE 120 degrees C for 
approx. 20 to 30 minutes or 
until crispy.

New 9G-Tronic Gearbox, More Power 
and Lower Emissions For E-Class Range 


FROM September there will a number of 
changes for the E-Class range, including the 
introduction of the new 9G-Tronic gearbox, 
new standard equipment, more power and 
lower emissions.

a head-on collision is imminent. The adap¬ 
tive brake boosting effect and activation of 
Pre-Safe® take place when the driver applies 
the brake, and if the driver fails to respond 
autonomous braking will be activated at 
speeds up to 62 mph to reduce the severity 
of a collision with slower or stopping vehi¬ 
cles. 

The system can also brake in response to 
stationary vehicles at speeds up to 30 mph 
and prevent rear-end collisions at speeds of 
up to 24 mph.
